In 
it Gray said the future course of the 
disturbance was not indicated but if 
it swerved west “the center will pass 
over or slightly south of Miami, giv­ 
ing the city the maximum intensity.” 
“It is not known w hether the storm 
will move west,” Gray added. 


Miami, Fla., Sept. 26.—(ILE)—Florida 
has apparently escaped the 
present 
hurricane menace, the 
w eather 
bu­ 
reau here indicated at 
noon 
today, 
after 48 hours of severe tension for 
residents of the east coast. 
R. W. Gray, weather bureau chief, 
announced Miami and 
the 
Florida 
coast “probably” would feel but winds 
of gale force from the tropical dis­ 
turbance raging east of here. 
Gray 
believed the storm was now moving 
southward. 
The center of the hurricane was set 
at IOO miles off shore at 9 A. M. and 
increasing in force to more than 150 
miles an hour velocity. 
As w arnings went out to prepare 
for the second severe storm in a little 
more than a year, relief organizations 
had mobilized. 
Naval reserves had 
been ordered to report to the Miami 
arm ory; the American 
Legion 
was 
ready for possible disaster and the 
Red Cross gathered its forces 
Shipping halted and houseboats on 
the Miami river edged upstream in an 
attem pt to get out of the path of the 
impending storm. W est Palm Beach 
which bore the worst of the 1928 hur 
ricane, outwardly was calm, but m any 
inhabitants were reported 
to 
have 
sought refuge inland. 
Newspapers were busy 
answering 
telephone 
inquiries 
concerning

storm ’s progress, but no definite in 
form ation was available. 
Awnings have been removed, plated 
glass windows boarded and the schools 
were dismissed. 
Charity and civic

Last night there was a 15-mile wind 
and the barom eter was sinking. Resi­ 
dents on the shores of Lake Okeech­ 
obee, where last year’s hurricane took 
m any lives, were assured th at canals 
were carrying off the w ater adequate­ 
ly despite 12 inches of rainfall in the 
last several days. The lake level was 
said to be lower than 
ever 
before, 
minimizing the danger of floods. 
All along the coast civic and public 
service companies organized gangs of 
workmen. 
Rapid repair of communi 
cation lines in event of a disastrous 
storm was assured.

Grocery stores did a heavy business, 
.rnany persons storing food and w ater 
in their homes. 
Once preparations

Much of the nervousness had van­ 
ished here. 
Persons who remained 
up all night to stare at barom eters 
they expected to see fall rapidly, scat­ 
tered to their homes 
or

shops and restaurants when the m er­ 
cury m aintained a position near nor­ 
mal. 
Fears were felt for the safety of the 
inhabitants of the Bahamas. Attem pts 
at radio communication with Nassau 
have failed to pierce the silence which 
has shrouded the islands since noon 
yesterday, when the hurricane- neared 
the group. 
Off G reat Abaco Island in the Ba­ 
ham a chain the freighter Domira was 
aground in the storm and efforts to 
run a breeches buoy to the craft were 
reported 
unsuccessful 
early 
today. 
The Domira carries a crew of 30. 
Through the night here lunch rooms 
and coffee shops were crowded with 
men garbed and ready for relief work 
should a hurricane strike. By dawn, 
however, grasping at the slightly re­ 
assuring w eather bureau report, many 
left for their homes. 
The local radio station functioned 
through the night keeping strains of
